House Gives Session-End Priority To Subversive Bills 
Hot, Heavy 
Debating 
Scheduled 


W A S H I N G TO N

House leaders gave session-end 
priority Sunday to those parts of 
the administration's antisubversive 
program not yet acted on. 


In apparent determination to try 


to round out the program spon- 
sored by Atty. Gen. Brownell, lead- 
ers placed four "subversive" bills 
on this week's calendar although 
one has not yet been reported out 
ol committe". 


All are likely to stir up lively 


debate, and one— affording immu- 
nity to some witnesses before con- 
gressional committees— faces the 
threat of being consigned to a com- 
mittee pigeonhole without ever get- 
ting to the floor. 


Hearings have only just been 


scheduled for next Tuesday on the 
immunity bill before a House Ju- 
diciary subcommittee, 


Already passed by the Senate, 


this measure would permit con- 
gressional committees to grant im- 
munity to witnesses in exchange 
lor vital testimony under certain 
conditions, such as would involve 
the national security. • 


Sharply Criticized 


Designed to encourage witnesses 


to abandon their constitution right 
of silence if their testimony is like- 
ly to incriminate them, the meas- 
ure has been sharply criticized by 
some key House members. 


These critics contend it could be 


open to political abuse by permit- 
ting any sort of law violator to 
trade 
testimony 
for immunity 


against criminal prosecution. 


Supporters of the proposal argue 


it is one way to get important in- 
formation on subversive activities 
which otherwise would be denied 
Congress — especially information 
on Communist activity. 


The House has appeared cool to

.3. Provide for the forfeiture of 


citizenship rights of anyone con- 
victed of "advocating or conspiring 
to overthrow the government by 
force or violence. 


While applying equally to native- 


born .and naturalized citizens, the 
forfeiture bill would provide an ad- 
ditional ground under the McCar- 
ran-Walter Naturalization law for 
deporting naturalized citizens. 


The House already has passed 


bills legalizing wiretapped informa- 
tion as court evidence in cases in- 
volving the national security, in- 
creasing penalties for harboring 
fugitives, and providing the death 
penalty for peacetime as well as 
wartime spying. 
Still on tap in the Judiciary Com- 


mittee—and facing uncertain treat- 
ment—are bills to outlaw the Com-

And again for 1955 the reduction was 12 per 
cent, so that the wheat lands taken out of 
production in the two-year period were an 
approximate third of all the 1933 planting.

Besides, a growing country needs facili- 
ties and it is time that the United States 
pick up some of the slack in the fields 
where the war stalled progress. 


But there will be a difference in the Eisen- 


hower program. It will take less federal di- 
rection and will rely more on private enter- 
prise. 


The Post 
Office 
and General 
Services 


Division, for instance, will be permitted to 
contract for buildings, using the money they 
are now paying out in rent, if they are leas- 
ing space. 


The states will be called upon more heav- 


ily for highway construction. Although the 
Eisenhower program calls for $50 billion from 
the public treasury in the next 10 years, given 
more generously than formerly to the states, 
the program itself is so gigantic that the 
states will have to dig up some SB or $9 
billion themselves to go along with it. 


Electric power development will be stimu- 


lated with less federal investment, but by 
handing out plums in the way of valuable 
dam sites to private utilities. These have 
been so attractive 
thus far that private 


capital has already raised $1 billion. 


This all sounds good and may work out. 


Time will tell. But the administration is to be 
cautioned against giving away far more in 
public rights and property than will be re- 
turned to the people in the form of stable 
employment and satisfactory living. Most,of 
these handouts are for services the public 
must have and they will be paid for, per- 
haps over and over again by the public. 


And in dishing out private incentives too 


lavishly the administration should be re- 
minded of the current FHA revelations. 
There is a fine example of a liberal policy 
and what happens when John Government 
doesn't follow the public dollar at close range 
when it is circulating out mong enterprizing 
citizens of a certain sort

The position of the metropolitan press is 


It is thinking at this time only 
in terms of cheaper food, an understandable 
attitude in the light of the masses which it 
serves. The urban areas arc concerned only 
with •what they must pay for groceries.

As they put it out here and 
in every industrial region, the time has come 
for a change. V.'e remarked in an earlier 
column that California has been among the 
top five states in agricultural income for 
more than a decade."But the core of Cali- 
fornia agriculture, it has always seemed to 
rrse, is truck gardening and cilrus products. 
"he bulk perishables, whose producers heard 
:n 1952 that the price support program should 
Delude perishables, -lust now the farmer J? 
being told that price supports have vrovcd 
his own undoing. Secretary Benson's Wrong- 
est argument has been that a continuing 
policy of mounting surpluses v-ill in 1hc end 
add to Ihe farmer's woes. Mr. Benson js 
banking upon the IHC! llvre r.f.rr v. 'il oc 
sny increase in the demand for American 
farm products. Two or ihrtc .THM-HC jcus-ons 
easily could give him an answer.

Truman 
Newberry of Michigan, elected 
in 1918,"faced a certain ouster 
when he resigned.

Of these, perhaps the most in- 


teresting case is that of Sen. 
N e w b e r r y , 
who previously 


served as secretary of the Navy 
in 
the 
cabinet 'of 
President 


Theodore Roosevelt. Newberry 
ran against Henry Ford and de- 
feated him. 


Ford, founder of the auto- 


mobile empire, ran on both the 
Republican and Democratic tick- 
ets, lost out to Newberry in the 
Republican primary, then in the 
final election. Woodrow Wilson, 
then president, supported Ford 
—quite a change from his grand- 
son Henry Ford II, who has 
been a vigorous Republican. 


After his defeat, Ford claimed 


fraud 
and charged 
Newberry 


with spending $500,000. The ex- 
penditure of large amounts of 
money was noted during the 
campaign by Arthur \7anden- 
berg, later a senator, then editor 
of the Grand Rapids Herald. 
Newberry was tried and con- 
victed of violating the corrupt 
practices act, but the 
higher 


courts set the conviction aside. 


And when his case came be- 


fore the Senate he was finally 
seated — even though his own 
financial report showed the ex- 
penditure of S195.000 which was 
considered an exorbitant 
cam- 


paign fund in those days. 
The 


vote was 46 to 43 with all Demo- 
crats voting against him, plus 
e i g h t 
Republicans 
including 


Borah of Idaho and Edge of 
New Jersey. 


Popular reaction to the New- 


berry case was such that The 
Democrats scored heavily in the 
1922 
congressional 
elections. 


Even Sen. Townsend of Michi- 
gan, a Republican who cham- 
pioned Newberry, was defeated. 


Eleven days after the election, 


on Nov. 18, 1922, facing an al- 
most certain ouster, Newberry 
resigned. 


Some Democratic senators see 


a parallel in the McCarthy case 
today and figure-that a vote for 
McCarthy on the Flanders reso- 
lution will boomerang 
against

Dealer in the Roosevelt cabinet, 
had originally supported him. 


It was also in 1926 that Wil- 


liam Vare of Pennsylvania was

Vare, the Republican boss of

a long battle Vare was voted 
out of the Senate by his own 
colleagues.

Those who question the legality 


of the move point to that section 
of the charter which reads: "The 
administration of the affairs of 
the city shall be performed un- 
der the direction and supervision 
of the City Council by three de- 
partments which shall be desig- 
nated as follows, to-wit: 


1. The Department of Public 


Welfare and Safety. 


2. The Department of Accounts 


and Finances. 


3. The Department of Parks, 


Public Property and Improve- 
ments," 


Whether the new man violates 


that or any other section of the 
charter depends, according to 
City Attorney John Comstock. on 
what duties are assigned the new 
man. It would appear. Comstock 
said, that so long as this admin- 
istrator is only making recom- 
mendations to the Council and 
not actually making final admin- 
istrative decisions, it would be 
legal. 


|t is difficult io see how the 


new man could be any less an 
administrator than the three di- 
rectors and still be worth his sal- 
ary but that remains to be seen. 
It would seem impossible that 
the new man could function as 
un 
administrator 
and yet 
be 


without, any authority to make a 
decision. 


At any rale, there may be 


some fine legal lines *o 'TOSS be- 
fore the situation is completely 
cleared up. 
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It should be no more than a 


matter of days before the report 
of Fay Smith, consulting engi- 
neer from Omaha, is filed as a 
matter of public record. Mayor 
Clark Jeary already has the re- 
port in hand but the document 
has not gone through enough of- 
ficial channels lo be released yet. 


Custom or something seems to 


dictate that all such tilings as re- 
ports should be officially chewed 
around by one group and another 
before they are put out to the 
people who pay for them—the 
taxpayers. 


But regardless of that compar- 


atively minor point, the Smith 
report could be the beginning of 
a most important era 
for Lin- 


coln. The report deals with the 
city's power plant at 30th and A 
—its capacity, the demand upon 
it. the cost of manufacturing 
electricity and the cost of pur- 
chasing power from 
the Ne- 


braska Public Power System. 


There is little doubt that Smith 


will report that something must 
be done to increase the capacity. 
In the past week, the demand for 
power has been so heavy that 
some of the city's water pumps 
had to be shut down to provide 
electricity for other uses. 


This means the city's power 


system is about as bad off now 
as the water system was early 


last summer, and that is getting 
pretty bad off. Not only that. 
buf it would not be at all--sur- 
prising if the report showed tha 
city's plant was at the mpst^just 
breaking even on the financial 
side. 
% 
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It will probably be showo.,ihal 


reserves are slowly being "eaten 
up in the day-to-day operation of 
the plant. 
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The important thing, however, 


will 
be 
the recommendations 


Smith makes to cure the situa- 
tion. There are conceivably three 
things he could recommend. 


First, buy more power from 


the NPPS. This is not as simple 
as it sounds, however, as the 
city and NPPS have been dead- 
locked for years now over a con- 
tract to cover current purchases. 
Secondly, Smith 
could 
recom- 


mend that the city expand its 
own generating plant 
and let 


NPPS go its way. But this plan 
also is full of pitfalls. 


For one thing, it would not 


seem very expedient for Lincoln, 
the state capital, to cut off its 
dealings with a power system 
owned b}r all the people of Ne- 
braska—a system which is the 
backbone of the rural electric 
power grid. 


For another thing, expansion 


is costly and would place the 
city in debt for years to come 
and probably mean higher elec- 
tric rates. 


Smith's third recommendation 


could be a 'combination of the 
first two. This, however, would 
only serve to bunch together the 
bad points of both the first two 
lines of action. 


If Smith has found a way out 


of this dilemma, his report will 
be well worth the money. It is 
more likely, however, that he has 
simply made a choice of what he 
feels is the lesser of the .evils.

Form Price Controls 


Lincoln. Neb. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: In "Wrong Way Progress." 
the editorial in the July 12 Star. 
the editorial writer says the farm 
surplus situation is one that does 
not call for argument. It appears 
to me that the situation is one in- 
volving some very basic argu- 
mfnts. 


The editorial overlooks the fact 


thai the present farm price sup- 
port program is operating under 
rigid 90 per cent supports. Surplus 
production is brought about by 
high government price guarantees 
of the past several years. Price 
supports made it profitable for a 
large number of operators to pro- 
duce abundantly. The 90 per cent 
supports destroy Ihe very pres- 
sures which arc the pillars of the 
private enterprise system — compe- 
tition. efficiency and the exercise 
of individual initiative. 


High price supports encourage 


inefficiency. A system which makes 
it profitable for every farmer to 
raise commodities encourages him 
to raise for government storage 
rather than consumption. 


A lot of our demand lor high 


price supports is comiTjg from the 
"speculators" who fear that flex- 
ible price supports will take their 
'sure thing" away from them. 


Production cuiiuula and other 


structures vhich threaten the eco- 
nomic existence of the farmer 
were not created by Mr. Benson. 
They were enacted by Congress in 
1940 and 1941. long before most of 
us heard of Mr. Benson. They 
have been continued through 0>c 
years because a pol i i i c a 3 1 y- 
minded "farm bloc"' decided high 
rigid price supports create farm 
family voier appeal lo insure 
their return lo office. Not only ihe 


Democratic 
members 
of Con- 


gress are guiltj-—some are Re- 
publicans. 


The 90 per cent support law ac- 


tually had little or no effect during 
the war because farm commodi- 
ties were in such demand that they 
moved into the market at prices 
far above parity. If 90 per cent 
supports had a place in getting ag- 
riculture back to so-called nor- 
malcy following the war emer- 
gency, it should have been as a 
safeguard only for a definite per- 
iod of time to prevent too abrupt 
a break in farm prices and to give 
farmers protection while they ad- 
justed production from 
wartime 


demands to peacetime needs. 


Congress, despite all the debate 


over price supports, has never re- 
pealed the flexibfe program, al- 
though its operation has been post- 
poned by the Agricultural'Acts of 
7.948 and 
1949 and subsequent 


amendments. The acts of 1948 and 
1949 were actually only amend- 
ments of the Agricultural Act of 
1938.- The present "long-range" 
farm price plan is a flerdble pro- 
gram. The high, rigid 90 per cent 
program has never been more 
than a temporary operation, re- 
enacted from time to time to de- 
lay the "long-range" plan. 


Real controls—both acreage al- 


lotments and marketing quotas— 
were imposed on wheat only last 
year to take effect upon the 1954 
production. Had controls been im- 
posed at the proper time, when it 
became apparent that production 
was going to exceed needs, there 
is a good possibility the surplus 
problems would be far less ser- 
ious than thev are now. 


Dr. C. Clyde Mitchell is cited as 


a spokesman for agriculture. I 
will not argue that point. In his ap- 
pearance before the congressional 
committee, he was arguing against 
flexible price supports, not against 
the production controls of the high 
rigid price support program. If I 
understand Dr. ^Mitchell, he has 


consistently argued for. production 
controls for agriculture on the 
ground that such controls are in- 
evitable in all segments of our 
economy. The real question, ac- 
cording to him, is that of who 
should exercise control over indus- 
-try and agriculture. He argues that 
controls by government should re- 
place to a large extent the controls 
exercised by private enterprize. I 
do not question his right to^ that 
opinion, but I also assert the right 
to disagree completely with his 
philosophies.

U.S. Prison 
Population 
Increases 


Nebraska's Tofa/ 
Drops 8.3 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON (3t—The United 


States ended 1953 with the larg- 
est prison population in 13 years, 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons 
reported Sunday. 


As of last Dec. 31, it said, 


there were 172,729 prisoners con- 
fined in state and federal insti- 
tutions for adult offenders. The 
total was the largest year-end 
figure since 1940, -when 172,996 
were confined, and 
showed 
a 


gain of 5,355, or 3.2 per cent over 
the end of 1952. 


The report, prepared by U S 


Prison Director James V. Ben- 
lett and submitted to Atty. Gen. 
Brownell, said that proportion- 
ately the 1953 increase was much 
greater in federal than in state 
institutions. 


The census showed 19.363 fed- 


eral prisoners last Dec. 31, up 
1.349, or 7.5 per cent, while state 
institutions had 153,366 prisoners, 
an increase of 4,006 or 2 7 per 
cent over 1952 


West Greatest 


Of the four major geographic 


regions 
the West showed the 


greatest increase in state insti- 
tution prisoners, 5.4 per cent; 
the South had a 3.2 per cent in- 
crease: the North Central states 
2 6 per cent; while the Northeast 
showed no change. 


The District of Columbia, with 


a 16 8 per cent rise in prison pop- 
ulation, had a larger percentage 
.ncrease in prisoners than any 
state. 


Marked increases also oc- 


curred in Wisconsin, 14 7 per 
cent; Texas, 11 8 per cent: Geor- 
la, 9 9 per cent, and Montana, 
9.4 per cent. 
The greatest relative decreases 


occurred in West Virginia, down 
14.1 per cent; Wyoming:, 10.4 per 
cent; and Mississippi and Ne- 
braska, down 8.3 per cent each. 


Court commitments of prison- 


ers in 1953 totaled 73,299, up 4.7 
per cent. 


Women prisoners confined at 


the end of the 3 ear numbered 
6.670 or 6 9 per cent more than 
at the end of the previous year.

By Dodge County

. SCRIENER, Neb. — A sal 
stabilized surface, is being laic 
by the U. S. Schlueter Construc- 
tion Co. of Fremont on a road 
from the southwest edge of town 
to the Scribner Cemetery. 


The surfacing of the one and 


a half mile strip is an experi- 
ment 'being made by the Dodge 
County Board of Supervisors. 


The treatment is expected to 


prevent holes and washboard ef- 
fects on the road. 


The surface was bladed to a 


depth of 4 inches and the salt 
was applied, mixed,- wet and 
rolled.

Party must make between the in- 
fluence of Abraham Lincoln anc 
President Eisenhower and "the 
leadership of the junior senator 
from Wisconsin." 


Flanders said that Hitler "ex- 


ploited the issue of Communism' 
and rose to power on it but later 
drifted to campaigns against the 
Jews and others and "ultimately 
achieved 
for himself 
the- sole 


authority in government, in busi- 
ness and in society in general." 


He added: "Each 
of 
these 


features finds its parallel, though 
it must be admitted to a weaker 
degree, in the career of the 
junior senator from Wisconsin."
